The Dairy. 



UiileB.i e.sjjooiiilly vulualilu for btecil 
ing, from ita pedigree, Lbe firnl calf of 
Rjheifer bad better be sold to the buctli- 
nr. It will not bavo the vigour and 
hardiness, of progeny froiu the same 
animal when mature. It will also gen- 
erally be smaller. But with Dsdigrped 
stock or thul valuable from other 
cauBPa, this niic will not apply. 

Prof. Stew:ii c says: — ''The muHcular 
vigour of the cow must be kejit 
■troog before she ia in a condition to 
yield the best milk, and this is wiiy 
pea meal, oat meal, bran uml liust e t 
meal tire fed to hiiiter-yii;hling cowis. " 
The D.arliiigloiiH, of Pennsyl vaiiiii, 
feed alidi^cilier clovpr hay when they 
can get it. This being so uitrogonouH, 
they can feed niore corn meal with it' 
to good adrantage. 

Feed liberally: that is, feed all that a 
oow will eat and thoroughly digest. 
Kaise all the feed you can, and feed ell 
you raise. That is, do not .stint your 
cows in order that you may sell a few 
buabels of corn or a few tons of bay. 
In feeding your cows they in turn not 
only feed you but your land also. That 
which is sold from the farm is gone for 
ever; that fed on tho farm reiuuins an 
•1 manure, 
cow tied to a rope has proverbi- 
ally a poor chance to show her milk 
producing capacity. UnlesH .she ha.s e.\ 
tra feed beyond what she can thus get, 
on an average we may add two or three 
quarts daily to her aciual [irotluct in 
eatiniating her natural cfipacity. The 
tether should be chaiif^ed tri quently to 
give her fresh [mature, and e.s[iecial 
pains ought to be taken to give her 
good feed daring the night.. In hut 
weather cows do much of their grazing 
during tho night and early in tlj(^ mor- 
ning when the dew is on the gras.s. 
OowH yarded at nii^ht and luu inilked 
until late in the morniiio sutler nin.st 
during hot weather, li i.s better to 
tether them out at night, giving; them 
a good feed, and thoii yard them where 
they can run in dark staliles to escape 
flies during the hottest of the day. 

Prof. 1-iong, i){ I'liiglatui, says: — The 
bare idea of keeinnK sheep for milking 
])Urpo.sen would prolmlily shoi-k the 
vast majority of ihn.si! win; i;;;' ; iigag- 
ed in agriculture in this country, and 
yet, strange to say, the ewe i^ kept in 
enormous numbers in one district of 
Prance, where an Jiriiporl:inl industrv 
the maniifact lire of a Kl]r(!p'H milk 
oheesw, well known to KnglisljiJien un- 
der tho name of luxpieford, it; carried 
on, and which employs a coiiHidei-aliie 
amount of people as well as capital. 
There cannot and there should not h,: 
abything to smile at in a fact like thi', 
however ridioulous and uiipraetical ii 
may seem to uh in .F.ngland, vvh,, are 
acoUBlometl lo large lloeks of sheep 
which are rered and fed fori he pro 
duction of mutton. I do not intend lo 
be sufficiently bold in this instance to 
urge, or even to suggest that milking 
ewes should be ke])t on ICn^lish farms; 
but we cannot get over the fa<!t that 
tho system i.s both practical md prolit- 
able, and that tho.se of us who are will 
ing to pay a high price for the /■ r/n rrl,'- 
oheose referred to, contrihnte largely 
towards the maintenance of the farm 
era who produce the milking ewes."

Ho had at last succeeded 
in accomplishing the great desire of his 
heart, in bringing or^er. out of chaos, 
and in ett'ablishingj^^^^op^iiiure and solid 
fouqdations that'gceftt'Ppmihion of which 
he was to be the noblest ornament. To 
the Right Ifou. Sir John A. Maodonald 
waa largely due tho sucooas of confed- 
eration, and it was only fit and proper 
that to hia hands should be given the gui- 
dance of the ship .of state, which now, 
after being tossed about by so many tem- 
pests, rode safely at its moorings. The 
general elections over, the 'new parlia- 
ment met at Ottawa on November 7th 
and etlocted much important legislation. 
Lord Liagar now replacing Lord Monck 
as govornor-goneral. We next find Sir 
John appointed by tho Imperial govern- 
ment one of the luternational Commis- 
sioners to settle the fishery question, the 
Alabama claims, the boundary line be- 
tween the United States and Hritiah Col- 
umbia, the proper ownership of the island 
of .San .luun and other matters. Tho ap- 
pointment of a coluiiiat on a comiuis'^ion 
was regarded as an unprecedented honor; 
but Sir John's great abilities and know- 
lodge of the questions involved, were ex- 
cellent reasons for his selection. The 
signing of the Washington Treaty on tha 
Sth of May, and its Bubaeqent ratification 
by both Oovernmonta, set those matters 
at rest forever It was during the par 
iiament of 1871 that British Columbia was 
admitted to the Canadian confederation, 
and the last session of the first Dominion 
parliament opened on tho 11th of Sep- 
tember, 187*. Prorogation look place on 
the Hth of .)une, and in a few days Lord 
lJull'erin aaauinod the governor iMjiieral- 
ship. Dissolution followed and Sir.lohn's 
governmont was returned to power. Hut 
its reign was to be brief, for ihoir oo- 
currod an event, yet fresh in 
tho minds of the people which 
waa to wreck the government and 
place its honored head in the cidd shades 
of iippoaitiiiii, to which he was aa yet a 
ooniparalive stranger. This waa tho rn- 
latiiMi between the government and Sir 
Hugh .\llan in reference to the Canadian 
Pacific Railway charter, that which has 
now gone into history aa the "Pacific 
.Scandal." Out of the lii^ht came the 
goveriinient woratad and defeated, bill in 
the words of his biographer," wo need not 
do more than, say, that every judge of the 
land, every impartial observer who has 
studied the story of the connection be- 
tween llit- I 'l ime Minister and Sir Hugh, 
ia fm-ced to admit, that, while the acci- 
dental rolationa between the giver and 
the receiver of the railway charter, aasum- 
ed, at the first, an aspect strongly sug- 
gestive of wrong-doing, that there re- 
mains no tittle of evidence, no unprobed 
source, not even tho breathing of a fact 
to prove that the conduct of Sir .lohn 
showed aught than fidelity to hia public 
tru.st, or waa other than that of a man of 
honor. Tliiii, too, is the verdict of tho 
people who have repented of their rash 
judgment and taken him back to favor. 
And it will be the verdiot of history. Sir 
John's roaignatioii followed, tlie Hon. 
.-Vle.xandor Alackonzio formed a now min- 
iatry and wout tij^the country, returning 
to Parliament with a large majority at 
hia back. His defeat in 1878, when Sir 
John fairly "swept the country" with hia 
cry of "Canada for the Canadiana," hia 
resignation before the assembling of Par- 
liament. Sir .John's asaiimption of oliice, 
hiinaelf taking tho portfolio of .Miiiiater of 
tho Interior, are eventa of such recent 
occurrence as to demand but passing men- 
tion. The chieftain again headed the 
clan, and soon expounded that great Na- 
tional Policy, which was to be not the 
leaat of his many groat public services. 
Into the legislation of that parliament it 
is uiinocoasary to go, suffice it to aay that 
the ship of state waa favored with fair 
winds all . through the voyage. In the 
summer of 1882 Sir John once again went 
before tho electorate, a year before the 
regular time, and as wo know was tri- 
umphantly returned routing the opposi- 
tion led liy the Hon. Edward Blake 
"horse, fiiot and artillery. " During tho 
intorveuiug time the government, largely 
through Sir John's untiring 'efforts, push- 
ed on tho work of the building of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, that vast band 
of atcol which waa to unite and consolidate 
Canada, the completion of which the mas- 
ter iiiiud waa fated to see. During the 
past year the North West rebellion fol 
lowed by the execution of the arch-rebel 
Louis Btel ooourred, and it was prbphe- 
aied that the government had atruck a 
rock and would be wrecked through tho 
defection of tha French vote. But tho 
governniout was sustained by the immonso 
majority of 1)4, and Sir John enjoyed a 
rare triumph such as falU to the lot of but 
few men. Previous to the session failing 
health necessitated his taking an ocean 
voyage and he went to England combin- 
ing businoaa with recreation. There he 
waa the recipient of many favors and waa 
the cynosure of all eyes. Returning in 
vastly improved health he met parliament, 
but was soon compelled to absent himself 
from tho house owing to indisposition, 
and throughout the debate on tiio Riel 
question waa unable to take hia seat, 
though the victory achieved during hia 
abeonco proved all the more strongly 
tho confidence reposed in his pol~ 
ioy by his followers and the house. 
The close of the session foupd him and his 
government still strongly intreuohed in the 
atl'entions of the people, and with as large 
1111(1 powerful a majonty at bin back as when 
he Ikst met ))iirliHioiiiit . Hnoh a fact show.t

TRAlTOmUS ASD UNTRUTBFUL 

The editor of our valued morning con- 
temporary learns nothing from experi- 
ence. Like the donkoy in tho fable he 
requires to bo thrashed for every fresh 
transgression and forgets tho object of 
each (lugellaticn a'< aoon as his wounds 
havo ceased to smart. Iu previous arti- 
cles we'liave shown that tho editor of the 
Standard waa ready in 1874 to sell out 
tho railway "lock, stock and barrel," as 
ho sold out Sir John Maodonald in 1874 
in tho e.icpcctation of securing a seat in 
tho Mackenzie cabinet. It has also been 
shown thut his hostility to the Mackenzie 
goveriimeiil dated from tho day when 
Air, Mackenzie refused to recognize hia 
fitness for the cabinet and discharged hia 
brother froin tho position of clerk ^^of the 
works for incompetency or something 
worse. Profiting naught from the nar- 
ration of facts concerning his disreputablo 
conduct, our enteemed old friend return- 
ed to thy charge yesterday in an article 
which, for untruthfulnossj haa never been 
exceeded upon by the Standard. If the 
foundation to a building (the postoffice, 
for instance,) is rotten, it follows as na- 
turally as day aucoeeda night that the sn - 
poratructino will some day fall.

The en- 
gineering; tlillicultiea on tho Mainland have 
unfortunately turned out to be ao aeriouf, 
that further surveys must necessarily be 
made before the best route can be deter- 
mined iipmi. The government have al- 
ready aaked P.irliament for a large Sum 
for the purijose of carrying on these sur- 
veys, ami n > expenditure will be spared 
to achieve tho most apocdy and reliable 
selection of a permanent location of the 
line upon the mainland. It is uaelesH to 
propose an actual constrijction being un- 
dertaken before the location haa been de- 
' termiiicd upon; but in order to afford as 
i much benefit from the worki of conatruc- 
j tion from the very first aa can poaaibly 
I bo derived by the peojjle of tho interior, 
tho govcrimieiit would immediately open 
j up a read, and build a telegraph line along 
i the whole length of tho railway in tho 
province, and carry the telegraph line 
across ilie oiitinent . » # » 
It ia to lie observed that wliilu tho terms 
of union oiuiteinplaled the complotion of 
the whole railway within a certain num- 
ber of years, they mads no provision for 
any certainty of expenditure in any par- 
ticular time, or on any particular portion 
of the line. To predicate tho highest ox- 
poiuliiiirt', which in any mie year might 
be warranted lu a particular portion of a 
great work like thin, is certainly difficult, 
and it is still more difficult to arrive at the 
lowest fixed annual sum, which, in every 
year, and under all cireiinistancea, might 
be jiidiciuiialy exiimidcd as a minimum in 
local coiKstructiiiii. Tn a country like 
British ('olunibia, it is conceded, how- 
ever, to be an iin;)urtaiit point that not 
only the prompt and vigorous commence- 
ment, but also the continuous prosecution 
of the work of construction within the 
limits of tho Province aliould bo guaran- 
teed. Ill order theri^fnre to aeciire an ab- 
solute certainty in thia direction, and al- 
though the leiiKth of the lino falling within 
the province isealimated at only about one 
fifth of the whole length, the Dominion 
government are disp.iaed to concede 
to Rritish' Columbia that the mo- 
niont the surveys and mad on the main- 
land c.\n lie cumijlolcd, tliere ahall be in 
each anil every year, and oven under tho 
most unfavorable circiimatances, during 
tho conatrtiction of tho railway, a mini 
mum expendituro upon works of conatruc-

The Violinist. 

I kcoW^that one of the greatest vio- 
linists 1 have heard told me that Pag- 
anini's studies were at the time so un- 
usual and so difficult that thoy wore 
conaiJored a.ii enigma which very few 
undertook to solve, and it -would be 
interesting to know how many would 
now ba able tqiK>He itin'ttsatiafaotory 
manner. Ho pliyea bn 'two,^ isven on 
thme strings at the time without doing 
what ,01e Bull did, cut the bridge 
straight; he played arpeggi in double 
stojjs, or made a series of stuecuti mark- 
ing the melody in pizzicato. He jmsM- 
ed, as I .h«Te before said, for having 
achiavecl lauith supernatural tours de 
force bj^nraa^arnatural pact, and the 
superabitidn'of some people who credit- 
ed this nonsense went ho far that a 
Ittdy who heard him in Italy, and 
would uob believe that any human be- 
ing conld<io-f(ir snrpaoi all his fellow- 
oreattU^e^vithbub extraord i uary mea as, 
followed him to the stage door, where 
stood his cab with a black horse. She 
swore ho never touched the ground; 
that there was a liery cart with two 
black horses, and he went away 
through the air. So in Italy thoy told 
little Mo::art that it was bis benritcbed 
ring which accomplished all his feata 
on the piano, until he took off the ring 
and quioUy put it on the desk. In an 
unpuOlished letter of Viouxtemps, this 
great violinist, when, at the age of 14, 
be heard Paganini here in London, 
seems unable to give an idea of his ad 
miration and delight at Faganini's pai' 
formancB of "Le Streghe" (The SVitcli. 

In one paragraph he says: "I Lin 
Ijow was fabulous in rapidity; W\i cer- 
tainty stupefying, never even ft doubt- 
ful note; he wus infallible," Vieiii- 
temps, one of the_nioBt remarkable 
composers for the violin during the 
second quarter of oar century, and 
himself one of the great celebriiieH, 
lays in that letter: "How can I give 
an opinion of him »io/, jnujmfeV Pug- 
anini, in the bokinefia of his new ideas 
and in their execution, and lii.i har- 
moniea ia thirds and sixths, was auiu/. 
ing. When he phiyod the prayer from 
"Moae" on the G string alone, he took 
the baritone voice as written, then the 
soprano voice un octave higher, and 
led into the uiajor part which sui-h tri- 
umphant power that Kossini, who had 
composed it, suid it was doubtful 
whether Paganini did not efifect as 
much on the violin string ao all the 
singers in the theatre put togelher.--

The question, when to cut grass, 
says The Rural. Home, is not dehnitiily 
settled, although most farmers will 
agree that when the grass haw fully at- 
tained its growth, when it will yield 
its greatest amount of stock food, is the 
time to cut it. -Just when thac time 
occurs ie not quite so easy a thini; to 
determine. Carefully examine a mea- 
dow, and you will generally find that, 
while many of the more advanced 
sLalkB are in bloom, or past bloom, a 
thick undergrowth may not yet have 
attained full growth. The (juestion to 
decide is, whether to cut when the 
moreforward stalks are at their best, 
and thus lose quite a proportion of the 
growth of the later, or, waiting for 
the later to attain full growth, suffer 
the more advanced to deteiiorate l>y 
hardening into indigestible woody 
iibre. We think the judicious farmer 
would decide to cut when the largest 
proportion of the crop is at its best. 

While the farmer was careful to re- 
member the old maxim: ".Mako hay 
while the sun .sliinefi," ha thought ho 
could cut it when it runcd, or imnie- 
dialely after, or when heavily laden 
with dew. Now, however, ho wants 
the standing grass dry when ho cuts it, 
and prefers to wait for it to dry off 
rather than cut it when wet, for ho bus 
found that it injures the hsy much 
more to have that outside moisture dry 
out after if is cut than before. 

The expsrienced farmer prefers to 
do quite a proportion of the curing of 
haj in the cock, by means of the arti- 
ficial beat that precedes fermentation, 
rather than by long exposure to the 
sun's rays, because he thus retaiuH 
more of the nutritious juices, and the 
leaves wilt, rather tliau shrivel, be 
come more adhesive to the stalks and 
are preserved for the stock.
